There is very little news of the

Huge Airship will Soon Arrive 


American Warships to Convoy 
the Submarine if Asked by 
the Germans, 


{BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
ALTIMORE (Mad.) July 13.— 
Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, spent an hour 
aboard the German submarine 
merchantman Deutschland today. He 
inspected the vessel from stem to 
stern, had the intricate machinery 
and instruments aboard explained 
to him and personally congratulated 
Capt. Koenig upon bringing his ves- 
sel safely to America through wa- 
ters infested with hostile war craft. 

Two attaches of the German Em- 
bassy, the German and Austrian Con- 
suls in Baltimore and Mayor Pres- 
ton accompanied the Ambassador on 
his visit to the submarine. 

The Ambassador informed Capt. 
Koenig that he would send to him 
before the Deutschland starts on her 
return voyage several packets of of- 
ficial Papers which he desires to have 
delivered intact to the Berlin For- 
eign Office. Some of these docu- 
ments embassy officials have been re- 
luctant to trust in the regular mails 
because it was considered likely they 
would fall into the hands of Brit- 
ish censors. 

The Ambassador was enthusiastic 
as he emerged from the conning tow- 
er of the Deutschland. 

CALLS IT “WONDERFUL.” 

“It is a wonderful boat, and, with 
as courageous a crew as ever sailed 
the sea, he made a wonderful voy- 
age, said he. “I climbed up and 
down every hatchway, looked into 
every compartment and had my first 
experience with a periscope. 

“Capt. Koenig did not tell me just 
when he expects to leave for Ger- 
many, but I presume it will be soon 
after he has his return cargo aboard. 
He is in complete charge of the ves- 
sel and has his orders from Ber- 
lin. His craft is a private one; just 
as much so as any North German 
Lioyd liner. My visit 
unofficial.” ; 

The Ambassador arrived in Bal- 


more this afternoon from New York. 


Prior to visiting the submarine he 
attended a luncheon at the Ger- 
mania Club, given in honor of Capt. 
Koenig. Tonight he was present at 
a dinner given by Mayor Preston 
to the commander of the submarine. 
ZEPPELINS COMING. 

City officials who visited the sub- 
marine today quoted Capt. Koenig 
as saying that Zeppelin airship 
freighters are being .built in Ger- 
many for trans-Atlantic service. 

“To you,” Capt. Koenig was quoted 
as saying, “the trip of the Deutsch- 
land is a great achievement. You 
must not be too enthusiastic over it, 
for a bigger surprise is coming. A 
great Zeppelin airship, or maybe I 
should say airships, are being built in 
Germany. In the not distant future 
one or more of them will sail through 
the United States. Just as sure as 
the Deutschland came to America so 
will the Zeppelins come.” 

UNDER REPAIRS. 

The Deutschland, having dis- 
charged her cargo, is undergoing 
some minor repairs, which are be- 
ing made by members of the crew. 
A barge has been movred alongside 
the vessel and on it a miniature ma- 
chine shop has been set up. There 
mechanics from the Deutschland 
worked all day. Their task seemed 
to have been completed tonight and 
the work of loading the return car- 
go, consisting principally of crude 
rubber and nickel, should begin to- 
morrow or next day. 

Thousands of persons have visited 
the dock where the Deutschland lies. 
Some have viewed the craft from the 
shore, but almost as many have 
come as close as possible in launches 
and yachts. Guards and policemen 
are maintaining a vigorous watch 
to prevent visitors from coming too 
close. Before the return cargo is 
placed aboard the vessel it will be 
carefully inspected. 

TO BUILD U-BOATS. 

Regarding reports of the forming

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RIGID REPRISAL. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
W THE TIMES, July 13.—The 
next move of the United 
States in connection with the great 
world war will be the transmission 
of a demand to the allies that they 
cease the use of illegal methods in 
connection with their supervision of 
American trade. | 
This action will not be due to Ger- 
man threats of a resumption of re- 
stricted submarine operations in 
spite of pledges made to the United 
States, but will be inspired solely by 
the purpose of the administration to 
compel all the belligerents to ob- 
serve international law as recognized 
prior to the war. It is known that 
‘Secretary Lansing is devoting part 
of his vacation to a study of the 
British note .on the trade situation 
and the subsequent order in council 
issued on July 8 changing the pro- 


cedure which up to that time had 
been enforced. 

CONCESSIONS TO NEUTRALS. 

The order in council makes cer- 
tain concessions to neutrals, but is 
not regarded as fully meeting the 
ts they possess. Under the order 
issued at the beginning of the war, 
for example, all neutral vessels 
which proceeded to an enemy’s port 
were liable to capture and condemna- 
tion if encountered before the end 
of their next voyage. The new or- 
der modified this sweeping rule by 
applying the condemnation specif« 
ically to these neutral ships, ‘‘carry- 
ing contraband. The list of con- 
traband, published by the allies, how- 
ever, has been to such 
lengths as to exclude practically ev- 
erything under the sun. Again, the 
United States holds that only a ves- 
sel attempting to break through a 
blockade is liable to capture and con- 
demnation and that her guilt does 
not attain to her to the extent of 
making her subject to capture upon 
her next voyage. 

The order in council also places 
the burden of proof on the vessel, 
a course to which this government 
strenuously objects. It provides fur- 
ther for the condemnation of contra- 
band articles when consigned, not 
only to or from an enemy country, 
which is entirely legal, but when con- 
signed to or for “a person in the ter- 
ritory belonging to or occupied by 
the enemy.” This, the American 
government holds under certain con- 
ditions to be illegal, among these 
conditions, of course, being the na- 
ture of the article which may or may 
not be contraband in our view. 
Prior to the war, Great Britain held 
foodstuffs to be conditional contra- 
band. That is to say they were 
liable to capture and condemnation 
only if consigned to an enemy gov- 
ernment or to an agent of an enemy 
government of to a fortified base. 
Largely on the ground that the Ger- 
man government has taken over the 
distribution of all food supplies, the 
British government asserts that 
such supplies are contraband. There 
is strength in this argument, and 
whether or not it will be contested 
will be determined by Secretary 
Lansing after the careful investiga- 
tion he is making. 

MAY FORCE THE ISSUE. 


The administration realizes that 
merely to fe another protest will 
not be productive of any results. For 
this reason, it is considering the ad- 
visabllity of bringing the dispute to 
an issue, which will result in a de- 
cision one way or the other. It is 
realized that an ugly situation such 
as developed with Germany, cannot 
be hrought about with Great Brit- 
ain and France. There are two 
treaties between the United States 
and each of these countries, which 
must be appealed to when diplo- 
matic negotiations have failed to af- 
fect a settlement. The first is the 
arbitration treaty of 1908, which 
provides for the reference to The 
Hague of all disputes of a legal or 
treaty character. The second is the 
Bryan treaty of 1914 which requires 
the appointment of a commission of 
inquiry. It is probably the allies, 
when compelled to do so, will ask 
for the commission of inquiry. The 
investigation can take a year when 
the commission must submit a re- 
port. In the meantime the legal 
practices to which the United States 
objects can be continued without in- 
terruption. This is the serious de- 
fect of the Bryan instrument. 

It is apparent, therefore, that there 
will be no substantial departure on 
the part of the allies from the policy 
they have hitherto pursued. Not 
only will they maintain their block- 
ade of the North Sea coast of Ger- 
many but they will meet the com- 
plaint of the United States as to the 
inequality of the blockade by 
blockading the Baltic coast of the 
Central Powers.

From the spocess achieved 
we have been able to gauge the par- 
amount necessity of avoiding even 
the slightest risk of restriction of the 
use of munitions in the field, not 
merely in the weeks immediately be- 
fore us, but until our objective ts 
achieved. In the opinion of the 
commander-in-chief there must be 
no slackening in the output, even for 
a moment.”

DEATH RATE VARIES. 


That infantile paralysis is not 
necessarily so uncertain in origin nor 
so fatal or permanent in effect as 
generally supposed, was the asser- 
tion made by Dr. Fiexner. «While 
the death rate has varied * 5 to 
20 per cent., this figure is Hot ac- 
curate, as only a small number of 
heases are actually reported, Dr. 
Flexner said. Many of those most 
seriously afflicted eventually make 
complete recoveries. 

The disease originates in the nose, 
the throat and the intestines. The 
chief conveyor is the human being 
himself, Dr. Flexner said, whether 
consciously afflicted or not. Flies 
are known to have carried the in- 
fection in some cases, and poultry, 
pigs, dogs and cats are suspected. 
The chief means of dissemination 
are kissing and sneezing and cough~ 
ing, which throw the virus into the 
atmosphere, whence it ig carried di- 
rect to the mucous membranes of 
the nose and throat and thence to 
the spinal cord and brain. 

Very many cases also have been 
transmitted by mothers caring for 
the noses and throats of their chil- 
dren and then carrying the virus 
either to the other children or to 
their food, the expert declared. : 

Protection can best be gained 
|} through isolation of the disease, even 
in the earliest stages, and the sanitary 
control of those coming in contact 
with it. At present there is no safe 
method of preventive inoculation, 
though experiments are being made 
with transfusion of blood from a 
person already made immune by hav- 
ing had the disease or by the use 
of sub-effective dose of the virus 
itself. Nor is there as yet aany prac- 
tical method of specific treatment. 
Recovery is accomplished slowly by 
a process of immunization taking 
place during the acute period of the 
disease and by the best medical and 
surgical care. 

EXTENT OF RECOVERY. 

The extent to which recovery may 
occur is very great. In many cases 
the residue of paralysis may be so 
mall as not seriously to hamper the 
ife activities of the sufferer. In 
others it may be greatly relieved by 
suitable orthopedic treatment. What 
is imperative, Dr. Flexner asserted, 
is to remember that—recovery is a 
process extending over a long pe- 
riod of time, perhaps even years, 

nd that only a small proportion of 
hose attacked are left severely and 
helplessly crippled. 

The extent of susceptibility to the 
Gisease is relatively small. It is 
lower than in measles, scariet fever 
or diphtheria.

SHARKS ARE RAVENOUS. 


One, theory is that sharks which 
formetly fed on refuse thrown over- 
board from the many ocean steam- 
ships that plied before the war be- 
gan now have become ravenous. 
Even those not ordinarily classed as 
man-eaters, it is said, probably have 
been driven by starvation to lurk in 
the waters of the Atlantic cwast. 
warm at this season, and attack 
human beings. 

Terror has seized the multitudes 
who have bathedsat beaches along 
the New York and New Jersey coasts 
and comparatively few persons now 
venture into the waters. At Asbury 
Park and other New Jersey resorts 
wire nets have been strung around 
the bathing areas. 

Dr. George B. Reynolds of Mata- 
wan, who attended Stanley Fisher, 
who was so seriously mangled in a 
battle with a shark yesterday that 
he died a few hours later, per- 
formed an autopsy on Fisher’s body 
today. He declared he found that the 
flesh torn by the man-eater’s teeth 
was impregnated with a peculiar 
poisonous liquid, which seemed to 
have a deadening effect on the 
nerves and muscles. This probably 
explained, he said, why Fisher ap- 
parently had little sensation of pain 
when the shark took off his leg. 


BOY'S BODY LOST. 


Little hope is entertained for the 
recovery of the body of 12-year-old 
Lester Stillwell, the other victim of 
the Matawan Creek tragedy. It is be- 
lieved that he was devoured by the 
shark, as persistent dragging of the 
inlet and dynamiting of the waters 
have failed to bring up the body. 

Many conflicting reports were re- 
ceived here during the day from va- 
rious points along the New York and 
New Jersey coasts regarding the kill- 
ing of sharks, but only one appears 
to have had any foundation in fact. 
This was the news brought in by 
Anthony Lundy, captain of a fishing 
boat, who said his party of New 
York fishermen had clubbed to death 
a nine-foot shark, weighing 4560 
pounds, while cruising yesterday off 
Elberson, N. J. 

A fisherman reported tonight that 
he vainly tried to kill with an oar 
a seven-foot shark which became 
entangled in his nets. He said the 
fish tried to strike his boat, appar- 
ently intending to overturn it. 

 SHARK’S LONG SWIM. 


Matawan Creek is about fifty feet 
wide and from eight to ‘fifteen feet 
deep. It empties into Raritan Bay. 
The mouth of the creek is at Key- 
port. The shark, to get there from 
the Atlantic Ocean, had to. round 
Sandy Hook, cross through the low- 
er bay into Raritan Bay, at the 
southern end of Staten Island. 

The first person who saw the nine- 
foot shark yesterday was Capt. 
Thomas B. Cottrell of Keyport, as he 
started up the creek about noon. 
Fifty or more persons were bathing, 
Capt. Cottrell says, and he warned 
them. About the same time a num- 
ber of men on a drawbridge saw the 
shark glide by. Capt. Cottrell hurried 
up the creek in his motor boat to 
warn bathers, most of whom left the 
waters immediately. The others 
ignored the warning because they 
did not believe an attack by a shark 
probable miles from the open 
sea. 

MANY ARE BROUGHT IN. 

The waters of the Atlantic sea- 
board are infested with sharks. 
While hundreds of armed men in 
motor boats were patroling the New 
Jersey coast today in search of man- 
eating monsters, the British sloop 
Sir George Somers arrived from Ber- 
muda with a score of sharks the 
crew had caught in the Gulf stream 
during their twelve days’ voyage ‘to 
this port. 

The last was caught off the New 
Jersey coast the day before yester- 
day. The crew said that the big 
fish were numerous and hungry. 
They followed the ship and snapped 
viciously at bait. Those caught were 
pulled in with hook and lune and 
killed as they were hoisted aboard. 

INQUIRY AT CAPITAL

eating sharks in Atlantic waters are 
pouring into the Bureau of Fisher- 
ies. Commissioner Smith issued a 
statement today pointing out that 
the danger of being attacked by 
sharks in waters near New York was 
less ethan that of being struck by 
lightning. 

Stragglers of the dangerous tropi- 
cal species that had acquired a taste 
for human flesh had been known to 
stray into northern waters, he said. 
A hungry shark would promptly 
fall prey to a baited hook.

COAST LUMBERMEN _ 
DISCUSS TARIFFS. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, July 13.—West Coast 
lumber dealers testified at today’s 
session here of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's inquiry ‘into 
lists and tariffs maintained by rail- 
roads for transportation of lumber 
and its products. A. Larrson, of San 
Francisco, representing the Pacffic 
Coast’s interests generally, and as 
traffic manager of the Redwood 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, 
and A. W. Cooper, secretary dt the 
West Pine Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Spokane, were the principal 
witnesses. 

Mr. Larrson said that it was a 
matter of indifference to carriers 
whether they hauled a car of rough 
or dressed lumber, as there Was no 
difference in risk or in car loading. 
He could see no reason why a dif- 
ferent tariff should be charged for 
dressed lumber than for rough. 

F. G. Donaldson of Portland, Or., 
testified that three billion feet of 
lumber are produced annually by 
the members of the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association and that 
the percentage of population en- 
gaged in the lumber industry in 
Washington was 63 per cent.; Or- 
egon, 53 per cent.; Idaho, 52 per 
cent. He said their aggregate sal- 
aries were $5,229,000 annually. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is attempting to determine 
an equitable list for lumber trans- 
portation, based on its findings as to 
the distributing and consuming cen- 
ters and grades of lumber to be 
transported.

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TWO BROTHERS WANTONLY 
SHOT MEXICAN THUGS. 


by Mexican hold-up men early 

last evening. One of them is 

perhaps fatally wounded and the 
other seriously injured. 

From the information obtained by 
the police the double attempt at 
murder was wanton. The 
men, Pete and George Fettes, con- 
duct a small grocery store at Twen- 
ty-third t and Compton avenue. 
Pete Fettes was shot through the 
head, liver and right arm, and is 
not expected to live. George was 
shot jn the cheek and upper left 
breast. 

According to the story told by the 
wounded men they were standing in 
their store shortly after 8 o'clock last 
evening when two young Mexicans 
entered the place. One of the men 
pointed a revolver at the brothers 
while the other began stripping the 


shelves. Pete, the younger of the 
brothers, advanced toward the in- 
truders and demanded what was 
wanted. 

“Oh, we want nothing much,” re- 
plied one of the men, shooting the 
grocer in the head. 

Pete Fettes is a giant of a man 
and even after he had been shot 
three times he managed to keep 
after his assailants. The other broth- 
er ran to the assistance of the

The Mexicans evaded the weaken-

Neighbors, at- 
tracted’ to the scene and realizing 
what had occurred, telephoned the 
University Police Station and in a 
few minutes the injured men were 
beink rushed to the Receiving Hos- 
pital, where Dr. Kane anid Dr.

The Fettes brothers were born in 
Constantinople and have been in 
America seven years. They are large 
men, who have spent their lives in 
the open. By strict economy they 
saved up sufficient money to enter 
business in a small way and have 
prospered. 

“There was no cause to shoot.“ 
George Fettes said. “My brother 
walked toward the men, but stopped 
at a good distance and asked the 
men not to destroy the goods. Take 
what you want, but leave the rest 
unhurt,” he said. Then the man in 
advance said he didn't want much 
from a dago and began shooting. He 
shot one time, and then when Peter 
did not fall he fired twice more and 
ran. As I advanced to pick up my 
brother the other man, who was at 
my right, shot me in the face. I 
stumbled and he pressed the gun 
to my side and fired again. When I 
fell he ran to the door, laughed and 
fired several more shots, but he did 
not hit me, as I rolled to one side. 

“I never saw the two men before 
but T would know both if I saw them 
again.” 

Detectives Winn and McNamara 
were detailed to the case.

PASADENA FIRES FIRST

PROCEEDINGS. 


Government Brings Suit to 
Recover Large Truct. 


Action Also Filed to Make 
Road Pay Fire Claim. 


Cases Establish Precedence 
for Federal Courts. 


Long threatened drastic action of 
the government against alleged tres- 
passers on the domain of the Ange- 
les National Forest materialized yes- 
terday, in two suits prepared by As- 
sistant United States District Attor- 
ney Gallaher. One involves charges 
of negligence on the part of the Salt 
Lake; the other the rights of al- 
leged holders of acreage in the Ar- 
royo Seco and Millard Canyon, in the 
vicinity of Pasadena. 

The allegations of the complaints 
were furnished by Special Solicitor 

owbridge, representing the na- 
tional forest reserve, and Supervisor 
Chariton of the Angeles National 
Reserve, after several years of bick- 
ering and discussion between the 
government and the parties inter- 


ested. 


The most important action is that 
of the government against Mrs. H. 
Gill, F. W. Ford, Charles S. McKel- 
vey, and fifteen other defendants, to 
quiet title to 2480 acres of land, that 
were originally entered by the de- 
fendants as mineral land in the Ar- 
royo Seco and Millard Canyon. 
Some of it was entered as late as 
1912. It is claimed by the govern- 
ment that the land is net mineral 
in character, and that the entrymen 
have no right or title to it as such, 
while the defendants, standing on 
their supposed technical rights, re- 
fuse to surrender possession of the 
land, and assert their rights thereto. 

ORDERS FROM WASHINGTON. 


The contention has been a source 
of trouble to the government for 
some time, and the suit filed yester- 
day is the result of an order from 
Atty.-Gen. Gregory asserting that it 
is about time to judicially determine 
which party has the rights in the 
land. 

It is also claimed that some of the 
defendants, especially Mrs. Gill, 
have made trouble for parties hold- 
ing a permit from the government 
to go on the land, and that they have 
been harrassed in many Ways. On 
several occasions the ‘activities of 
the parties claiming rights in the 
land have almost amounted to an 
outbreak, it is alleged. The suit is 
intended to determine, for all time, 
whether the original entrymen are 
trespassers within the meaning of 
the law, or whether they have any 
rights in land under an entry pro- 
viding for a mineral entry, when the 
land has been officially declared to 
be non-mineral. It is asserted that 
the extent of the sale of mineral in 
the deposit is evidenced by a carload 
of gravel that was brought to this 
city for sale four years ago, and 
dumped into the bed of the Los An- 
geles River as worthless. 

The other suit filed yesterday by 
Mr. Gallaher was to determine the 
responsibility of the railroads in 
starting forest fires by sparks from 
locemotives. The suit in question 
alleges damages-to the government 
in the sum of $1464.47;the amount 
of money required to extinguish a 
fire in San Bernardino county, No- 
vember 19, 1914, through the efforts 
of the fire rangers of the Angeles 
National Reserve. During a recent 
session of the Superior Court in San 
Bernardino county, Williams Reuter 
recovered $692.50 in a civil action 
from the railroad on account of 


damage to crops by this fire.

MANY FIRES. 


The records in the office of Super- 
visor Charlton show that, during the 
fire season running from July until 
October, a number of very disas- 
trous fires have been started by 
sparks from stacks of passing en- 
gines. But one previous action of 
the kind has been brought in the lo- 
cal Federal Court since its estab- 
lishment, 

Under the proposed conservation 

plans of the government it is 
a al to hold responsible every in- 
dividual or corporation contributing 
to the destruction of the national 
forests by fire. It means that if the 
present suit is successful, action 
will be begun against many rail- 
roads, if an investigation of the 
source of any future big blaze can 
trace it to the negligence of the 
employees of the corporations.

Mother of Five Children Attempts

NO VERDICT REACHED AFTER 
LONG DELIBERATION. ' 


Action for Heavy Damages on 
Charge that Heir of For- 
tune Alienated the Aff s of 
Former Ohio Legislator's Wife. 
Defendant Charges Conspiracy. ' 


After a trial of seven days, 


thorough in its character and run- 


ning the gamut of human emotion, 
the jury in the $50,000 heart balm 
suit of Charlés Adkins, former mem- 
ber of the Ohio Legislature, against 
Albert H. Brett, one of the heirs 
to a $2,000,000 estate, failed to re- 
turn a verdict last night. After be- 
ing out five and a half hours, the 
jury was locked up for the night. 

Mr. Brett was alleged to have 
alienated the affections of Mrs. Lora 
G. Adkins, and in detail Mr. Ad- 
kins and his witnesses testified that 
Mr. Brett had visited Mrs. Adkins 
during the absence of her husband, 
accompanied Charles Tucker, Miss 
Sharp and Mrs. Adkins to Catalina, 
where they registered at the Her- 
mosa Hotel, and entertained Mrs. 
Adkins at cafes and taken her on 
automobile rides. 3 

Mr. Brett denied that he had gone 
to the Hermosa Hotel with Mrs. Ad- 
kins, Mr. Tucker and Miss Sharp. 
On that occasion, he said, he went 
to Avalon*on the preceding day and 
slept that night in a tent, meeting 
Mrs. Adkins casually the following 
day. His was a general denial of 
anything more than a platonic feel- 
ing for the handsome wife. 

Mi Tucker, a boyhood friend of. 
Mr. Brett's, was an important wit- 
ness against him, but neither Mrs. 
Adkins nor Miss Sharp appeared at 
the trial. It was Mr. Tucker, he 
said, who first introduced him to 
Mrs. Adkins, and it was at his sug- 
gestion that the men and the two 
women went to Wilmington for an 
auto trip. 

There was injected into the case 
a charge of conspiracy to get Mr. 
Brett disinherited under the terms 
of a trust deed, a provision of which 
was that he was not to lead an im- 
moral life or associate with immoral 
people.

The 
committees of Congress are made up of a 


majority of members of the dominant party 


and a minority of members of the minority 
party. Members of a third party are not 
placed on any of the important committees 
and cannot influence legislation as much 
an industrious lobbyist. 7 

Los Angeles suffered from this condition. 
Mr. Stephens did not obtain for San Pedro 
Harbor appropriations adequate to its ne- 
cessities or commensurate with its impor- 
tance. Oakland, Sacramento, Coos Bay, As- 
torf& and other northern ports, although 
represented in the House by Republicans, 
were more generously treated. 

In his votes on many measures Mr. 
Stephens did not represent the interests 
and the views of his constituents. On the 
Gompers bill for recall of judges and on 
the bill to allow jury trials in contempt 
cases he weakly yielded to the soap-box 
clamor of anafchic labor-union leaders and 
voted “aye” against the interests and 
wishes of law-abiding citizens engaged in 
manufacturing industries. 

He voted for the literacy test in the new 
immigration bill—a test which would ex- 
clude immigrants who come here to work, 
and throw the doors open for undesirables 
who can read and write. He voted to strike 
out an appropriation of $21,000,000 for gov- 
ernment nitrate plants and so deprived Cal- 
ifornia farmers of an opportunity to obtain 
cheap fertilizers, and on the government 
shipping bill he failed to vote at all. 

As a Congressman Mr. Stephens, while a

ORE INTERNATIONAL TROUBLES. 
A new twist will be given to the li- 
cense of “international law” and new possi- 
ble foreign complications will result from 
Germany's last exhibition of wonderful re- 
sourcefulness. Unexpected developments are 
always illustrating how difficult it is to leg- 
islate very far ahead, even within the con- 
fines of one state or country. For the whole 
world a fixed and irrevocable international 

code becomés an inextricable conundrum. 

Laws to regulate submarine and Zeppelin 
merchant vessels may be agreed upon at 
the end of the war, and should another 
comffiagration. break out a decade later they 
may be found as unsatisfactory as the in- 
en ee prevalent prior to the year 
1914. 

Should Germany, with her extraordinary 
faculty for never allowing the grass to grow 
under her feet, turn out a sufficient number 
of undersea and overhead comm car- 
riers to actually break the allies’ blockade, 
then new jaws will be immediately needed 
to govern their actions and prescribe their 
rights—and at present there is no court in 
session to decide what those rights shall be. 

Will an armored aeroplane be entitled to 
destroy a commercial dirigible without 
warning? _And if not, how is the armored 
aeroplane going to exercise the right of 
search or, having identified the dirigible, to 
capture it and take it into a home port and 
yet not harm the innocent crew? Can an 
aeroplane come alongside a Zeppelin in mid- 
air without risking thé lives of the non- 
combatants aboard? 

And if the neutrals start to ship goods to 
belligerent countries via the air lanes, how 
are the rights of these neutrals to be 
squared with the war measures of the bel- 
ligerents? The whole situation becomes 
every day more horribly complicated. 


Again, what. court will decide with uni- 


versal authority the exact status of the new 
submarine merchant vessel? If threatened 
by a hostile destroyer, she can submerge. 
That, of course, is prima facie evidence that 
she is thing to escape. But if some hun- 
dred miles away she again comes to the 
surface, how is the commander of the de- 
stroyer to know she is the same boat that 
submerged and not a newcomer that so far 
has not yet attempted to escape. Like the 
first bite allowed a dog under old English 
law, every undersea vessel of commerce 
must be permitted its first submersion. Yet 
a destroyer that sinks a submarine without 
warning will be as guilty of a criminal act 
as a submarine that sinks a liner. And a 
destroyer that always allows the sub of 
commerce its first dive will never capture 
it at all. ‘ 

Shall we yet have to chronicle the horror 
of a German submersible Lusitania de- 
stroyed by one of the British mosquito 
fleet? When Germany gets her new mer- 
chant service properly organized the shoe 
will have been neatly transferred to the 
British foot. Then the British authorities 
will have to practice that respect for hu- 


manity that made Germany's sinking of the 


Lusitania so appalling to them—or else con- 
fess that their enemies have broken their 
sea power. And the choice is not a nice 
one for the British nation.

Almost from her earliest days San 
Francisco has been ridden by unions, and 
the most lawless ones at that. It was in 
San Francisco that the dynamite plots 
against Los Angeles were planned and 
launched.

guns and munitions imported from the 
United States and then friendship will 
cease, and Carranza’s troops, equally with 
those of Villa, will have an opportunity to 
express their dislike of “gringos” by pillag- 
ing and burning American border towns. 

President Wilson knows that the surest 
way to obtain peace with Mexico would be 
to disarm Mexicans, or rather to leave them 
unarmed. One hundred Mexicans armed 
with .American-made rifies and supplied 
with American-manufactured ammunition 
are prepared, either as Villistas or Carran- 
zistas or Zapatistas or as plain banditistas, 
to rob and murder all along the border. All 
this could be checked by an embargo on 
the exportation from the United States of 
arms and ammunition. Such an embargo 
Mr. Wilson—pursuing his piffling, : procras- 
tinating, pusillanimous policy—will not de- 
clare, and his pie-hunting, obsequious Dem- 
ocratic majority in Congress will not de- 
clare it against the will of their boss. 

If two years ago we had been so fortu- 
nate as to have in the White House instead 
of a pottering, conceited academician— 

“A Still, strong man in a blatant land 

Who could rule and dare not lie,“ 
hundreds of American lives and hundreds of 
millions of dollars’ worth of American prop- 
erty would have been saved. If England 
had not had her hands full she would have 
intervened in Mexico long ago, with or with- 
out our co-operation. It brings the blush 
of shame to the cheek of Americans to read 
in the morning's dispatches that American 
citizens in Chihuahua are wearing little 
British flags pinned to their coats to protect 
them from the violence of Carranza’s troops 
and of Villa’s adherents. 


ORROWED INSPIRATION. 

Of course a poet would never be 80 
unaesthetic as to “steal,” but some of these 
rub-a-dub rhymesters seem to become hyp- 
notized by wnaccredited inspirations and 
write such verse as “Our Priceless Heri- 
tage,” which R. D. Richards put over on 
the Evening Herald last Saturday. 

The opening stanza reads: 

“Stand by the flag on land and ocean billow, 

By it your fathers stood, faithful and true, 
While living defended, when dying from 

their pillow, 

With their lagt blessing passed it on to 

you.” 

All of which is very good poetry if prop- 
erly punctuated, or punctuated as it ap- 
peared in the third stanza of “Stand by the 
Flag!” by John Nicholas Wilder in the Re- 
view of Reviews, July, 1896: 

Beg = by the flag! On land and ocean bil- 
ow, 

* your fathers stood unmoved and 


e; 
Living, defended—dying, from their pillow 

With their last blessing, passed it on to 

you.” 

Mr. Richards’s second stanza has the 
“originality” of one semicolon replacing an 
exclamation mark in the first line and sub- 
stitutes the word “dread” for the allitera- 
tive “fear” in the second line to differenti- 
ate his version from the second stanza of 
Mr. Wilder’s admirable poem, which sings: 
“Stand by the flag! Its stripes have 

streamed in glory, 

To foes a fear, to friends a festal robe: 
And spread in rhythmic lines the sa¢red 

story 

Of Freedom's triumphs over all the globe.” 

In the third stanza Mr. Richards again 
changes but one word (“shall” to “will” in 
the third line) from the sixth and last stan- 
za of Mr. Wilder's poem, and again his re- 
markable “inspiration” neglected to take 
cognizance of the illuminating punctuation 
used by the poet im 1896, who wrote:

The only “original” feature of Mr. Rich- 

ards’s “Our Priceless Heritage” is in his 

abbreviated fourth stanza, which shows a 

certain novelty of arrangement, being made 

up of the second and fourth lines from the 
third stanza of Mr. Wilder’s poem, with the 
almost correct title, printed im capitals at 
the end instead of at the top, as Mr. Wil- 

— printed it. Mr. Richards's version runs 

us: 


With their last blessing, passed it on to 
you—- 

STAND BY OUR FLAG!”, 3

tilates the fine stanzas of a great poem that 
appeared twenty years or more ago.

Nature is so prolific with its seed that 
a few flowers left to mature them ‘will 
provide amply for the future. Especially 
is this true of weeds and wild flowers that, 
like all wild things in nature, are less in- 
clined to sterility than the highly refined 
and cultivated. And since Pasadena's new 
park is to be an Eden of wild flowers, prob- 
ably the public can be trusted to pick the 
blooms as fancy suggests.

This is a painful reminder that 
the world is full of contemptible 
amateurs in every department of 
life. It is a ridiculous fetish with 
a great many people to maintain 
their amateur standing at all costs. 
Your amateur golfers and tennis 
players, for instance, feel defiantly 


courageous when they are guilty of 


a selftransfer to professionalism, 
but of course they soon find unction 
for their souls in henceforth despis- 
ing the contemptible amateur. 
Call a man a professional politi- 
cian and he feels insulted, yet he 
would be very disgusted if he could 
Both sports- 
men and politicians prefer amateur- 
tempered unobtrusively with 
professionalism on the quiet. Even 
knowing how the professional de- 
spises them, they prefer to stand at 
ledst publicly with the amateurs. 
And we know very well that ama- 
teur wives have nothing but scorn 
for tife professional variety, ama- 
teur hostesses nothing but contempt 
for professional hostesses, amateur 
lovers a frank disgust with profes- 
sional lovers; indeed, the trouble 


seems to be that professionals and 


amateurs alike have nothing but 
contempt for each other. 

But of course genius in any de- 
partment of life, the arts, sciences, 
the army, the navy, sports, cookery, 
motherhood, the drama, politics or 
Christianity should be frankly and 
profitably professional, reaping what 
we must obviously regard as the 
only worth-while reward—money. 
Because, of course, as any soldier 
will evidently be prepared to insist, 
you can’t be an expert if you don’t 
make it pay. 

This professional contempt for the 
amateur would imply that we can't 
become expert in anything without 
the incentive of money, a tangible 
reward writ in dollars. Perhaps this 
is why motherhood has always been 
so imperfect. So many women have 
a positive genius for motherhood; 
but, owing to our absurd ideas, they 
have never risen to the greatest 
heights of their capacity. On the 
other hand, there is a large class of 


women cut out by nature and in- 


clination for professional sirens, but 
who, with absurd ideas on amateur- 
ism, have merely dabbled with their 
talents and frittered away abundant 
opportunities under their handicaps. 

Why not let us throw off this ab- 
surd dead-weight of amateurism 
once and for all and live up to our 
faith? It is the woman’s era; let 
the women begin it. Have done with 
all imperfect amateurishness, let us 
review our talents and commercial- 
ize them forthwith Let those of us 
Who have a genius for cookery or 
motherhood or bridge or sartorial 
exquisiteness sell ourselves to the 
highest bidder who is looking for 
just one of those talents in a wife. 
Let the gentleman who can play 
golf better than he can run a busi- 
ness not only make golf His profes- 
sion, but sell himself to the lady 
who yearns for nothing more than 
to be a golf widow. Let gentlemen 
who can dance better than they can 
sell real estate let themselves out as 
dancing partners. Let the accom- 
plished flirts of both sexes hire 
themselves out at remunerative 
rates for pleasant half hours. 

Let cute kissable maidens sell 
their kisses; let worthy God-fearing 
Christians be adequately paid for 
their rectitude. Then, indeed, shall 
we see dizzy attainments in kissing 
and virtue respectively, at least 
among a few shining professionals. 
A small percentage of experts would 
surely be a great advantage over a 
motley array of imperfect amateurs. 

Some men, for instance, are born 
fathers. Yet those gentlemen, ow- 
ing to our traditional faithfulness 
to mere amateurism, have never 
deen appreciated at their proper 
worth. Indeed, in the poor districts 
their talent is even condemned. 
This isn’t fair. Just because the 
gentleman is not so proficient in 
that other distinctly specialized de- 
partment of provision, he is actually 
penalized for his one line of achieve- 
ment. Some men, on the other hand, 
are first-class providers, but find 
fatherhood entirely foreign to their 
capacity. Properly professionalized 


organization should be able to ad- 


just such matters and see that every 
man has his due. Parenthood, or- 
ganized as a paying profession, 
would see a wonderful revival. At 
present it is killed with amateurism. 

That we are coming round to this 
point of view is quite evident in our 
manner of rewarding juvenile vir- 
tue. It is quite an established cus- 


tom to bribe little Johnny and little 


Imogen to be good. Johnny, with 
a promised nickel in the offing. 
takes a professional pride in his 
table behavior, while Imogen, with 
a dime bonus in jeopardy, becomes 
a scintillating expert at eating her 
crusts instead of throwing them un- 
der the table. 

With this shining example of suc- 
cessful professionalism before us, 
how can we stand hypocritical 
slaves to a worn-out amateurism? 
This is an age of professional effi- 
ciency in which expert beggars find 
lucrative employment for the United 
States army, soliciting donations for 
a $150,000 armory-furnishing fund at 
Exposition Park at 27 per cent. com- 
mission — $35,000 for professional 
asking. Who would be a contemp- 
tible amateur in a case like that?

Santa Monica, Huntington Beach and 
Long Beach. It is always noticed 
that a large school af mackerel fol- 
low a school of baby anchovies, and 
when they are around, excellent 
sport can be had. They feed near 
the surface, and their favorite food 
ig the small anchovy; hence good 
fishing can alw be had when con- 
ditions before named exist. The 
tackle used consists of a long cane 
pole equipped with ten or twelve 
feet of No. 9 linen line, a mackerel 
leader, all of which can be procured 
at any ordinary tackle or sporting 
goods store at a cost of from 60 
cents to 75 cents, or one can be 


‘rented at a cost of 25 cents a day. 


Purchase 6 cents’ worth of small 
anchovies for bait, and you are 
ready for the sport. If fresh an- 
chovies cannot be procured, use 
small pieces of mackerel as bait. 
These fish are cannibals. They are 
generally caught from the end of 
the pier, and at a depth of from four 
to six feet. The line should be 
moved up and down occasionally to 
attract their notice to the bait. Her- 
ring are caught in the same way, 
and with the same tackle and bait, 
but at a depth of from seven to 
nine feet. The best fishing is to 
be had early in the morning and 
late in the afternoon. 

A few pompano are being caught 
at Santa Monica, Redondo and Long 


tackle as for mackerel, substituting 
sand shark cut into small cubes, in- 
stead of anchovies, for bait. They 
are caught at a depth of from six 
to icht feet. 

Yellowfin and spotfin croakers are 
being caught at Santa Monica, Playa 
del Rey and Redondo beaches. Use 
any ordinary rod and reel, No. 2 
or 3 Pennel Kirby hooks, a three- 
ounce pyramid sinker, and soft-shell 
crabs, clam or fresh anchovies, as 
bait. The spotfin croaker will take 
either of the first named bait, while 
the yellowfin will take all of them. 
Cast about five feet behind the first 
breaker, and keep your line taut, 
moving the bait occasionally by 
gently moving in a few inches. 

The fishing boats are having good 
catches of corn-fed“ mackerel, bass 
and barracuda. These species of fish 


ACKEREL are being caucht are caught by trolling, and artificial 


lowing beaches: Redondo, th 


Beach. For this fish use the same 


bait is the most popular. In selecting 
the artificial bait, it has been found 
at the “calico” bass, rock bass, 
yellowtail, albicore and tuna, take 
the automatic metal striker best. 
Barracuda are also taking this vari- 
ety of bait, but the “bone iger is 
best, and when a school of barra- 
cuda ig located this last-named bait 
ts generally used. For the corn-fed 
mackerel the imitation green min- 
nows are the most satisfactory. The 
bass now being taken weigh from 
two to-elght pounds, and are caught 
around kelp beds, while the mack- 
ere] weigh from two to four pounds, 
and the barracuda from four to ten 
pounds. 

The best catches of yellowtall re- 
ported are now being made at San 
Clemente Island, which is a, fisher- 
man’s paradise. All species of salt 
water fish are found in abundance 
at this place, and the weather con- 
ditions being favorable, excellent 
‘sport is to be had at this season of 
the year, bass, albicore, yellowtail, 
barracuda, jewfish and occasionally 
@ sword fish, are being caught at 
Clemente. 

The sportsmen charter a boat at 
Long Beach, and usually go over for 
three days. Such parties have re- 
turned at the end of two days com- 
pletely tired out from the sport. One 
veteran fisherman remarked, “Catch- 
ing fish at Clemente ceased to be 
sport, and was getting to be real 
work, so we came in at the end of 
two days, instead of spending the 
three days as originally planned.” 

A motor boat with cabin accomo- 
dations for a party of ten or twelve 
can be chartered at a cost of about 
$2.00 per day per person. This in- 
cludes board and lodging, all neces- 
sary bait and tackle, if desired. For 
one day’s fishing, the cost, including 
tackle, bait and all of the fish taken, 
is $1.00. 
boats leaving the Municipal Pier at 
Long Beach each morning at about 
9 o’clock, returning at 4 in the aft- 
ernoon. 

It is impossible to describe the 
sensation experienced when vou 
hook you first big fish. The ama- 
teur generally calls for help, declar- 
ing he has caught a whale, and 
finally, after much real 
work, if he succeeds in landing his 
catch. it is found that he has an 
albicore or yellowtall weighing 


about twenty pounds, but it is ‘sport’ 
—real sport—if you enjoy fishing.

Coach Jim Rice and the mem- 
bers of the Rowing Committee have had great difficulty in recent 
years in obtaining a sufficiént number of crew candidates, notwith- 
standing that Columbia has the largest enrollment of students of 


any university in the country.

ON THE TROUT. 
Anglers Simply Can't. Stay 
Away from that Lake. 


Licensees Learn Sport Still 
Holds up Top Notch. 


Big Corbina Being Entered in 


Another mob of angling licensees 
is pulling out for Bear Valley this 
evening and tomorrow. All the re- 
ports that have come down this 


did not catch anything have quit 
blaming the fishing for it. One man 
frankly owned up and said it was all 
his own fault; he hooked enough. 
“But they went up and out like a 
shot from a gun, and when they 
came down I wasn’t with em, that’s 
all,” he admitted. Fish brought into 
town are so big that four will come 
pretty close to the limit nowadays. 
FISH BUSY. 3 

Although the moon turns tonight 
and the nights are light as day, the 
fish have been busy right along, and 
the expected slackening has shown 
only to the poor fishermen. When 
the moon begins to wane, however, 
there will be a let-up. It will take 
longer and mean more work to kill 
limits. But when that means only 
five fish at most, it must indeed be a 
poor angler who cannot raise that 
many in a day's scouting about their 
haunts. 

The Fish and Game Commission's 
experts have devoted considerable 
time to studying the peculiarly fa- 
vorable conditions for fish rearing 
at Bear Lake, and have found out 
many things about the nature of the 
trout therein while the rank and file 
were wrangling over whether they 
were trout at all or not, and trying 
to make salmon of them. 

NO ARGUMENT. 

Fish experts do pot discuss this 
point, beyond stating that there is 
no more reason to argue it than to 
attempt to prove a yellowtail is 
something else. The wonderful in- 
crease of the trout in number and 
size through the “protection and 
planting' programme, as exemplified 
in Bear Lake, has been made possi- 
— ny the very character of the lake 
tself. ; 

The rapid annual rise in the water 
level has drowned 4 great number 
of trees, overflowed much new 
ground and created a truly enor- 
mous amount of insect food. Be- 
sides this, the aquatic duck food so 
attractive to the canvasbacks raises 
a great mass of insects, and the wa- 
ter is full of the small, greenish par- 
ticles called “algae,” which are vege- 
table in origin and of considerable 
food value, when it is remembered 
the trout are taking them in with 
every mouthful of water that passes 
through their gills. 

BIG APPETITE. 


They are so well supplied that it 
is only because of the insatiate ap- 
petite of growing fish that they bite 
at all, the fine, fat condition testify- 
ing to their easy life. All trout pre- 
fer insects to their own young, al- 
though not above eating fry when 
driven to it; and so long as Bear 
Lake provides so lavishly it will con- 
tinue to Be a rare occurrence to find 
young trout in the stomachs of big 
fish there. 

This gives to the growing fish a 
protection impossible to extend them 
in any other way, and no doubt ac- 
counts for the phenomenal increase 
in number of fish, which seems to 
have kept pace with the spreading 
of the lake by making fish just as 
plentiful as they were when there 
was much less volume of water; and, 
of course, the fish are bigger. The 
prevailing size last year was under a 
pound and a half rather than over; 
this year it is twice that. 

PROOF. 


Additional proof of the correct- 
Hess of this theory is found in the 
difference of life conditions shown 
in the trout in the upper and in 
Little Bear lakes. Food is relatively 
searce in Little Bear and fish do not 
grow nearly so fast, mor are they so 
plentiful. The lake, when longer es- 
tablished, may grow up in these re- 


gards. 

The Fish and Game Commuission’s 
expert fish culturists have estimated 
that the average Bear Lake trout of 
the size entering the streams will 
cast about 3500 prime eggs. This 
year these fish were given a chance 
to lay their eggs in peace by the post- 
ponement of angling until May 1. 
Now the upper end of the lake is so 
full ef little fish that it is being 
shown as a curiosity by Gus Knight 
and other resort people. 

PROLIFIC. 

In the favorable conditions of 
Bear Lake a large percentage of eggs 
will mature, and thus it is easily pos- 
sible that one fish taken in spawning 
season, might produce two and a 
half tons of catchable trout in a few 
years. Probably the percentage is 
not far from that, as the increase of 
the fish in the lake has been phenom- 
enal when the big annual widening 
of the waters is considered. 

Wherever sportsmen familiar with 
it gather, Bear Lake is an ever pop- 
ular and absorbing topic. It has 
done a great deal to familiarize 
fishermen with the practical value 
of the Fish and Game Commission's 
propagation and protection work, 
which never can supplant nature, 
but hopes to aid her. 

CELEBRATE. 

On September 2, 3 and 4 the 
Southern California Rod and Reel 
Club will celebrate its tenth anni- 
versary of founding with another 
special-car outing at Mateo Siding, 
arrangements being in the hands of 
Secretary Smith and Oscar Lane. 
The founder and some of the breth- 
ren may de busy with a different 
kind of game those days—deer and 
doves— but all will be there in spirit 
at least. Already many have signi- 
fied intention to go. The plan is to 
leave Saturday behind the San Diego 
“Owl” train and make a two days’ 
outing of it, if the majority wish to 
do that; otherwise return sooner.

He received 
a bite almost immediately, and tak- 
ing his bearings from the point, he 
cast his set line with fifty hooks on 
it. 

After leaving the set line in the 
ocean for almost three hours he re- 
turned to the anchor and was as- 
tonished to find he could hardly pull 
up the line. On the fifty hooks, he 
caught forty-nine of the deep sea

was Evart Jansen Wendell, Harvard, 
82, and this record stood for four or 


five years. He began running in his!“ 


school days, and did the hundred in 
11%s. in his first recorded race, in 
1876. At Harvard he was captain of 
the track team in his sophomore 
year and brought out the first three 
Harvard teams that won the intercol- 
legiate cup. In the 1879 meet he 
won the 220 and next year made a 
triple win, taking first in the sprints 
and also the quarter, all on the same 
day, scoring fifteen of Harvard's 
thirty points. The following year he 
won both the 100 and 220. His col- 
lection of medals and trophies in- 
cluded seventy-six first prizes. 


Mr. Wendell was active in found- 


ing the Interscholastic Athletic As- 
sociation of New York, and retains. 
his interest in athleties. For many 
years he was either judge, referee or 
timer for all important meets near 
New York. He was chairman of the 
Harvard-Yale joint committee in 
charge of the expedition to England 
in 1899, and occupied a similar posi- 
tion when the return meet with Ox- 
ford and Cambridge was held here 
in 1901. 

He has always understood boys 
and has helped thousands of them 
from the slums of New York to 
homes in the West and Southwest. 
Every morning from a dozen to 


twenty boys gather at his door to;

Mr. Wendell gets good homes for 
them on farms, and helps make good 
citizens of those who might be sub- 
merged in the slum.

DEATH'S SHADE. 


Grave Iliness of Kilfoil is 
Reason for Release. 
— 


Central Figure in Two Cases 
Nearing the Grave. 


Family Unaware of Sickness 
of Their Relative. 


Philip A. Kilfoll, convicted on May 
18, 1914, of criminally mistreating 
Lillian Palmer, aged 14 years, and 
sentenced to twenty years in San 
Quentin prison, was pardoned yes- 
terday by Gov. Johnson upon the 
strength of the prison doctor’s cer- 
tificate that Kilfoll might die before 
the day was ended. He has been 
gravely ill in the prison hospital for 
two weeks. 

This fact was unknown to Kul- 
foil’s relatives here, as they said last 
night he was in a fair state of 
health. Before he was sent to prison 
it was assertet he was a victim of 
tuberculosis. 


J. F. Kilfoll, brother of the con- 


victed man, who resides at No. 1126 
Arapahoe street, received a message 
yesterday announcing that the par- 
don had been signed and he left 
last ev ning for San Quentin, ex- 
pecting to bring his brother home. 
IN POISON MYSTERY, TOO. 

Kilfoil’s attorneys fought strongly 
to keep him out of prison, and it 
was some time after his conviction 
that he was taken to San Quentin 
to start serving his sentence. Short- 
ly before his trial Lillian Palmer 
gave birth to a baby girl. 

In addition to being so prominent- 
ly connected with the Palmer case 
Philip Kilfoil was the central figure 
in a remarkable poison mystery in- 
volving the death of his sister, Miss 
Mary A. Kilfoil, over two years ago. 
Miss Kilfoil died January 2, 1914, 
after drinking a cup of chocolate 
which contained a deadly quantity of 
arsenic. 

After the young woman's death 
her brothers, Philip A. and J. F. 
Kilfoll, real estate operators, who 
were engaged in business in this city 
at that time, asked the Coroner and 
detectives connected with the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office to make an 


1 investigation. 


As a result of an autopsy, arsenic 
was found in Miss Kilfoll’s stomach, 


and a subsequent inquiry established 


that a large quantity of the poison 
was in the chocolate can from which 
the young woman had prepared her 
breakfast drink. 

BAFFLED INVESTIGATORS. 

On the morning of January 2. 
1914, Miss Kilfotl, who lived with 
Philip at No. 223 Park View avenue, 
rose early and got her brother’s 
breakfast: After preparing a cup of 
chocolate for him she stated she 
would breakfast later, in accordance 
with her custom. Although Kilfoil’s 
drink was made from chocolate 
taken from the same can as that 
which caused his sister’s death, he 
suffered no ill effecta. 

Prompt treatment by Dr. A. 
Huntoon saved the lives of Lillian 
Palmer and J. M. Sullivan, niece 
and nephew of Miss Kilfoil, who al- 
so drank a small portion of the 
chocolate and were later seized with 
convulsions and nausea. 

For months after the tragedy the 
circumstances surrounding the death 
of the young woman baffled the city 
and county authorities, who discard- 
ed the theory that Miss Kilfoll died 
as a result of an accident. Never- 
theless, they could not determine a 


motive for murder. 


STUNG BY SCORPION,

According to his story, the scor- 
pion must have been brought in- 
land from the wharf with the box 
of fish. Chimes lives at No. 335 
Crocker street.
